Americans Aboard Ship Reported Lost in Atlantic

[By the Associated Press] 
Breaking a 36-hour silence which 
held the world in mystified suspense, 
authorized quarters in Berlin said 
today that the Egyptian steamer 
Zamzam, long overdue on a voyage 
to Africa with 138 Americans and 
184 other persons aboard, was sunk 
without the loss of a single life. 
The ship was first reported miss­ 
ing Sunday night, after It had been 
26 days overdue. 
The Germans said more than 300 
passengers and crew members are 
“safe and well cared for in German- 
occupied territory.*’ 


Meanwhile, 
German 
parachute 
troops were reported to have a t­ 
tacked the Isle of Crete, seat of 
King George II*s Greek government, 
and a "grave battle" for the strate­ 
gic island was said to be develop­ 
ing.” 
London dispatches said the “Luft-

Churchill Tells Com' 
mons Crete Situation 
Is Well in Hand 


Mathias Sunbury, Jr., 47, West- 
Middle street, Metropolitan Edison 
company lineman, is in a critical 
condition this afternoon in the War­ 
ner hospital from serious injuries he 
received in a 20-foot fall from a 
company pole south of West High 
street on Washington street about 
2:15 o’clock, Monday afternoon. 
Sunbury suffers from a crushed 
chest, fractures of two ribs and a 
possible fracture of the base of the 
skull. 
He was described as being 
partly conscious. 
Sunbury is reported to have been 
engaged in placing a new rack at 
the top of the pole when his foot 
hooks “broke out” of the wooden 
pole and he dropped to the ground 
in spite of the fact that his safety 
belt was around the pole. 
He was rushed to the Warner hos­ 
pital in the Adams county ambul­ 
ance. 


[By the Associated Press] 
London, May 20.—Prime Minister 
Churchill announced today that 1,500 
German troops wearing New Zealand 
battledress had landed by gliders, 
parachutes and troop carriers in 
Crete. This is the first reported use of 
gliders as troop transports in combat 
conditions. 
To a cheering House of Commons 
Churchill added quickly, however, 
that the military situation was in 
hand. 
Churchill’s statement followed an 
earlier one before Commons in which 
he stunned the house by telling of 
the German parachute invasion of 
the British-held island garrison. 
In his later review of the situation 
he said that a military hospital be­ 
tween Canea, the Cretian capital, 
and Dilemi had been captured by 
the parachutists but had been re­ 
captured. 
His statement, confirming earlier 
reports that the Luftwaffe had un­ 
leashed a parachute invasion on the 
British-held island garrison, added:

8,229-ton 
Egyptian passenger liner Zamzam 
has been sunk by the German navy' 
—presumably by a surface raider— 
and the 322 passengers and crew­ 
men, including 138 Americans, are 
safe in German-occupied territory, 
authorized Germans reported today. 
The sinking, seemingly, occurred 
many days ago—the Germans did 
not say when 
for the trip from 
the South Atlantic lane she was fol­ 
lowing to the nearest German-held 
territory is a long one of itself. 
(The Zamzam left Recife, Brazil, 
for Capetown, Union of South Afri­ 
ca, on April 9, expecting a 14-day 
crossing. 
Her departure from New 
York was on March 20 
(France, it appeared, was the 
likeliest territory for the landing of 
passengers and crew. 
Presumably 
they were taken there by the vic­ 
torious raider or an auxiliary.) 
Everyone “Safe” Say Germans 
Authorized 
sources said simply 
that those from the Egyptian motor­ 
ship were “safe and well cared for 
in German-occupied territory.” 
To a question whether the Zam­ 
zam waa destroyed by U-boat, the 
spokesman said “ifs hardly to be 
assumed that a submarine could 
take hundreds of survivors aboard." 
"The vessel was destroyed with the 
most exacting regard for all inter­ 
national agreements,” a spokesman 
said. 
“The ship carried contraband in­ 
tended for the enemy. 
German 
naval units observed every' regu­ 
lation in meeting the situation. 
"It might be called a perfect ex­ 
ample of the war en sea commerce 
carried 
out 
according to regula­ 
tions.” 
20 Ambulance* in Cargo 
(The ship was carrying 24 Ameri­ 
can ambulance drivers and 20 am ­ 
bulances from New York to Alex­ 
andria for service with the British 
and “Free French" forces in Africa. 
In all, 138 Americans were aboard.) 
Germans quoted the American and 
British press in which the sinking 
of the ship was called an instance 
of Nazi barbarism or the beginning 
of unrestricted sea warfare. 
“The facts show that it was any­ 
thing but the kind, indeed, it was 
an instance of the most humane and 
legal destruction of a vessel which 
was bringing most valuable sup­ 
plies to the enemy," a spokesman 
said.

May 2a—President 
Roosevelt declared today that the

Numerous states, 
including Pennsylvania adhered to 
the last Thursday holiday. 
Mr. Roosevelt announced the de­ 
cision to go back to the old date and 
Joined with members of his press 
conference in a chuckle. 
Originally, he said, a majority of 
retailers had thought sales would 
increase if Christmas and Thanks­ 
giving were not -so close 
together. 
So. as an experiment, the President 
said the date was moved up and 
the experiment did not work. 
Now a majority of retail 
stores 
report, the President said, that the 
change in dates made little differ­ 
ence in sales. Mayors over the coun­ 
try were about divided on the ques­ 
tion of whether there had been any 
difference in business, he said.

In New York, meanwhile, Thomas 
Cooks and Sons, passenger agents 
for the Zamzam, announced they 
received a message from their Cairo 
office this morning stating: “Under­ 
stand Captain Smith safe. 
Hope 
advise you further shortly.” 
The agency said it was its custom 
to use the names of captains in­ 
stead of the names of ships in mes­ 
sages and that this message there­ 
fore would mean to them that the 
Zamzam itself was safe. 
Also in New York, tile American 
Export Lines, freight agents for the 
Egyptian line, declared the Zamzam 
carried a general cargo containing 
no war materials, unless the ambu­ 
lance units was considered as such 
by the Germans. 
There were “absolutely no muni­ 
tions or chemicals" taken aboard in 
U5. ports, a spokesman said, adding 
it was felt certain none had been 
loaded in South American ports. 
“Even paint with a low flash point 
was not permitted on the boat be­ 
cause of the war and the number 
of passengers,” lie said.

[By the Associated Press J 
First-place jams in the National 
league are as common as traffic 
tie-ups in Times Square, but the 
senior circuit has one now that only 
President Ford Frick can untang’e. 
The Brooklyn Dodgers have lost 
two games in a row to Chicago and 
Monday slipped out of the percentage 
lead although remaining half a con­ 
test ahead of the St. Louis Cardinals 
on won-lost reckoning. 
However, the Dodgers complicated 
this otherwise commonplace mixup 
by protesting both games on the 
grounds that the Cubs had 26 men 
on their squad, one over the limit 
that went into effect May 15. 
Tile player in question is outfielder 
Charley Gilbert, whom 
Brooklyn 
traded to the Cubs in the Billy Her­ 
man deal. He was playing under 
option at Montreal and the deal pro­ 
vided that the International league 
club turn him over to the Cubs 
June I. 
Gilbert in Philadelphia 
In the meantime he sprained an 
ankle and went to Philadelphia to 
get repairs. He never has been any 
closer to Chicago than he is right 
now—roughly 800 miles. 
President Frick says it may be a 
week before he can make a ruling. 
If the Cubs don’t cut off a man, and 
the protest is upheld a week from 
now', other managers may start hol­ 
lering too. On the other hand the 
Dodgers will have to show why and 
how Gilbert can be included on the 
Cubs’ roster IO days before they 
themselves were due to deliver him. 
Jim Gallagher, the Cubs’ general 
manager, posed that question when 
he said; “Wp have not been notified 
that Gilbert has left Montreal and 
do not know what he is doing in 
Philadelphia. Whatever he is doing 
is his own business. All we know is 
that he is not yet a Cub.”

On M arch 31, 1899, the 4th U. S. 
Infantry was engaged in the Battle 
of M ariquina Waterworks, 15 miles 
from M anila. In Company “H ” of 
th at outfit was Private F C. Endi­ 
cott. 
General Robert Hall dispatched a 
message to one of the outlying posts 
by First Lieutenant Jack Gregg, his 
aide-de-cam p. 
Lieutenant 
Gregg 
never returned. 
He delivered the 
message and while returning to Gen­ 
eral Hall s headquarters he Was kill­ 
ed by a sniper. Lieutenant Gregg 
was a son of General David McM. 
Gregg, commander of Gregg’s Cav­ 
alry Division in the battle of G et­ 
tysburg which played an impor­ 
tant part in the Cavalry engage­ 
ment, east of Gettysburg, on the 
afternoon of July 3, 1963. 
Memorial Dedicated 
Ten years later, May 31, 1909, 
President William Howard T aft and 
a group of distinguished notables 
from many states, came to G ettys­ 
burg to dedicate the huge memorial 
to the U. S. Regular Army, near the 
Highwater Mark 
Miss Helen Taft, 
daughter of the President, unveil­ 
ed the memorial. 
In the large gathering and play­ 
ing an im portant part in the cere­ 
monies was the 5th U. S. Infantry

Philippines, Lt. Colonel E. G. Arn­ 
old and Mrs. Arnold, West Broad­ 
way and the Harrisburg road. Colo­ 
nel Arnold served under Colonel 
Endicott at those two posts in re­ 
cent years. While in Wyoming Colo­ 
nels Endicott and Arnold organiz­ 
ed the Wyoming district of the Civ­ 
ilian Conservation Corps in 1933. 
Student of Local Battle 
A keen student of the three days’ 
battle of Gettysburg and especial­

Field Sunday morning accompanied 
by Leander M artin, a battlefield 
guide.

Indiantown Gap, Pa., May 20 —

TO ACT 


TOURISTS AGAIN 


Commerce Secretary 
Says Visitors Will 
Spend $400,000,000 


[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg, May 20 — The state 
Commerce 
department 
Monday 
stepped up its campaign to attract 
tourists to Pennsylvania by using 
state police “greeters” and Secre­ 
tary Mark S. James estimated out- 
of-state 
sight-seers would spend 
$400,000,000 in the commonwealth 
this year. 
Although tourist advertising has 
been held up pending approval of 
the 
department’s 
budget, 
James 
said plans were nearly completed 
for state police to greet travelers 
at the state boundaries and hand 
out literature on Pennsylvania’s at­ 
tractions. 
(The Maryland border 
south of Gettysburg will be includ­ 
ed in Hie greeting plan.) 
“By June I we expect to have 
police at 15 ports of entry into the 
state,” he said. “They will answer 
motorists’ questions and pass out 
maps on which are indicated princi­ 
pal scenic and historical points of 
interest,** 
Last year, the secretary said, state 
police were posted at ll places and 
handed out 394,688 maps and fold­ 
ers. 
They remain on duty from 
early in June until the end of Sep­ 
tember. 
James said more than $370,000,000 
was spent last year by tourists, an 
increase of $50,000,000 over 1938, and 
$38,000,000 over 1939. 
“This year,” he continued, “we 
expect this sum to be increased for 
two reasons: 
“I. Because of the war people 
can't do much traveling out of the 
country and, 
“2. More people will have more 
money to spend due to the pickup 
in business.” 
The secretary acknowledged that 
the urgp' cy of the national defense 
program -night keep some at home 
or on the job when they otherwise 
would be traveling, but added: 
“We expect that this will result in 
more short trips and fewer longer 
ones. 
There will undoubtedly be 
more travel into Pennsylvania from 
the immediately adjoining states.”
